Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Tri-Counties Reforestation Commit­ 
tee: 
In a recent address to the Los An­ 
geles Realty Hoard I set out the prin­ 
cipal points in my argum ent that it 
is possible to use the spreading sys­ 
tem to prevent Hoods, as well as to 
eave water, and that it will cost five 
million dollars less than to make chan­ 
nels. 
As I mailed marked copies of 
either the “Examiner” or the "Trib­ 
une,” containing complete reports, to 
all the members of this committee, I 
will not go over that grounu again, 
except to briefly summarize, and in­ 
troduce some additional particulars. 
I pointed out that because the San 
Gabriel river starts out from the hills 
with a grade of seventy feet to the 
mile, but flattens out so that it only 
aaa a fall of four feet to the mile for 
the last five miles before reaching the 
sea, it is quite impossible for it to 
carry its gravel and boulders down to 
the ocean; if all t,he flood water be 
taken into the channel, then all tile 
gravel and boulders, which the waters 
bring, must necessarily be taken also, 
and as there is not grade enough to 
carry them to the sea, they must be 
deposited in tile channel; the sand and 
silt lodges behind them, the channel 
tills up, and the floods pour over on 
to the adjoining property. 
'I lien suppose tile attem pt be made 
to start such a channel from the lower 
end of the boulder wash; tile difficulty 
there is that it is not known whether 
the flood channel will be at t,he east 
side, the west side, or in the middle 
of the wash.

It may be necessary to supplement 
the existing wells by sinking one or 
more shafts; these can be done iii the 
fall, when the water level is low, so 
t Hut they may be sunk as dry holes. 
When once 
tile 
speed 
of under­ 
ground travel lias been ascertained, 
their 
usefulness 
for 
t Hat. 
purpose 
would be ended, but they could be 
used to absorb the flood water by 
running streams into them during the 
winter 
In conclusion I would say that the 
maintenance of Uh* system will in­ 
volve not only the services of a spread­ 
ing crew, but at intervals the dams 
will have to he raised to retain 
the 
detritus, and in the long run the wash 
will be changed into a succession of 
gigantic steps, with wide stretches of 
flat, and more level wash in between, 
upon which the spreading crew can 
work, because the w ater will never be 
more than a foot deep, usually only a 
few inches, and will not have any very 
great velocity; most of Hie destructive 
power of tho water will be absorbed 


at the drops over the dams.

The architects who 
raised the buildings protested mllUly,
